MISSION STATIONS GUARDED 


How 
CatliolicH Ii» Kiancr-Xan Pr«- 


par« For <lie Boxer*. 


The Ke-v. C. Trm, S. ,7., of the Cath- 


olic niisbiun of Kia:i?-Naa,'vliero there 
is now danger from the Boxers, has 
written an account of how the mem- 
bers, of his community meet all attacks 
of tho natives, says the New i'orU 
Tribune. Ho says: 


"Those sections of our mission which 


boriltr oa southern Changtung are no 
less infested with bauds of robbers aud 
murderers 
than 
Changtung 
itself. 


These bripamls organize iu regular 
companies under a tupieme chief aud 
subordinate leaders. They live togeth- 
er in villages aud districts, which be- 
come their headquarters. At ordinary 
times they attend to their usual work 
at home and in the fields and behave 
to all appearances l.ke peaceful citi- 
zens. 
Hut inddenly an order comes 


to take tbe field, and then they march 
forth in a body, impose contributions 
oa other villages, burn and even kill 
without scruple. If they have a grudge 
against some rofltKlariu. they assemble 
ia sufficient numbers to form a large 
army and are not afraid to fight pitch- 
ed battles with the troops seut out 
against then. 
It is not hard to see 


how much trouble such men cr.n give 
and Indeed do give to th« missionaries. 


"But the missionaries on their sldf 


have (U'vlsed a p'an for protecting 
themselves and their ChrisMau^ which 
1« not tlie least ot their "successes in 
Chirm, 
A< soou as tlit inhabitants ot 


some village have been concerted tho 
fathers, while attending to the duties 
of their apostolic ministry, sec* that the 
men nro thoiuughly drilled and taught 
to watch the enemy and defend them 
selves In <'a<e of necessity. Tbe man- 
darins look with favor on those meas- 
ures, -nhich art? of great assistance to 
them, sud they are always ready to 
send re-enforcements ol soldiers when 
notified of a threatsned attack. Thus 
it happens that when the marauders 
fall upon a Christian village they are 
crcMt-d wjfh a. sharp fire of {runs and 
cannon nnd are generally beaten back 
witit heavy losses. 


'"To get a true idea of one of our mis- 


sion centers In t'.io districts which the 
robber bands ha\p hitherto terrorized 
at pleasure piuturt- to yourself every 
Christian vllhige as a small stronghold 
fortified at every point of vantage. Iu 
the center of the viD.iire stands the res- 
Ideactf of the commander, who is none 
other than the missionary. This resi- 
dence is a regular citadel surroundejl 
by high walls and flanked at its cor- 
ners by four towers well fortified also. 
There are aa doors. The going In nnd 
out Is effected by means of ladders 
which are each time drawn back with- 
in. During tbe day tho father attends 
to his duties and the Chinese to tlu-ir 
wort.

seutnes being appointed to keep watch 
from the towers. At the first cry ot 
nlann the men are up in arms, and the 
father directs the defense.

taken care to ask tbe mandarin for ad- 
ditional help and is therefore well pre- 
pared to repulse the assailants. As a 
result of these measures the brigands 
become, little by little, discouraged and 
leave the Christian villages unmolest- 
ed, while the missionaries win for 
themselves the love of the neophytes, 
the confidence of the public authorities 
and popularity among the peacefully 
Inclined portion of the people."

They do not seem 
to grasp tbe magnitude of the work iu 
progress. As a result they are afraid- 
yes, tiie natives are absolutely trem-

coming next. 
Foreigners "control por- 


tions of the city of Peking, and the 
native government cannot arrest a na- 
tive ia the foreign quarter -without per- 
iiiiss.'ori. 
Foreign troops watch the 


government to see that the machinery 
turns smoothly. Can you \vonder that 
they hate and fear us? Suppose tbe 
police here had to pot permission from 
some Chinaman before the arrest of an 
American criminal hiding in Cliinn- 
town could he made, i'qu cannot im- 
agine such a condition? Well, it exists 
ia China. 


"I repeat that it is these causes alone 


which raaice Chiuainea detest foreign' 
ers. It Ss not the. religion that China 
cares .about; it is the mixing iu public 
affairs. Prominent Chinamen frequent- 
ly declare, ho'-vever, that the Christian 
religion 's aot. for that country. ''Our 
religion Is old,' they will say. 'and is as 
well established JIE yours. Our code of 
morals' is es high as yours, and it is 
lived tip to in about the same propor- 
tion as Christians lire up to theirs.

"As a waiter of fact we, and by we I

The Chinese govern- 
ment sot fired of this, ns we all knew 
it Tvonid, and it was decided to fright- 
en the foreigners with a make believe 
general uprising. The Boxers furnish- 
ed just the tool, and they were encour- 
sir^d by the government without a 
doubt "The trouble was thr.t the 
matter grut beyond government control 
and DOW there is no telling where it 
will stop. 
The question which con- 


fronts the poverument now is whether 
It shall faror thv Boxers or the foreign- 
ers. In short, those in authority have 
got themselves la a -pretty mess. I tbizih 
they will eventually favor tbe Boxers, 
\t they have not done so already. 


"We first began to uear of the Box- 


ers about a year ago. The society was 
originally organized as an athletic so- 
ciety. i»ut. that was only a. mask. In 
reality it was a ..political society. And 
you may be surprised when I say that 
it was not organized TO fight foreign- 
ore: it sic/ply had to do with internal 
affairs.

"Wales, being greeted everywhere he went with immense audiences. 


^He had no fixed political affiliations, but acted most frequently with the 


Dniocfatic party. In 1367 he was elected to the Fortieth congress to succeed 
Kuthc-rford B. Hayes, who resigned to become president. He defeated Rich- 
ard Smith, editor of the Cincinnati Gazette, running as an Independent. 
For twenty years Mr.- Gary was the principal editorial writer for the Cincin- 
nati Weekly Enquirer. In congress he opposed the impeachment of Presi- 
dent Johnson and the Republican policy of reconstruction.

The younger Muage'ri worked 
on his father's farm, and studied at hom« under the tuition of his raotht-r.

He became a proficient scholar, and taught school for a number of years IB 
Carroll and Hancock counties when a very young man. 


He located permanently in Findlay. Hancock county, in 1842. In 1844 he 


•was made deputy treasurer- of the county. He founded the Hancock -Farmer 
!a 1845, and soon after united it with the Courier,. /which 'he edited for ten 
years. He had considerable musical ability^ and became a master of the 
violfn. as. a matter of personal amusement. In 1S4G he was elected auditor of 
Hancock county and was re-elected in 1848. In 1S,"1 he was elected to the 
senate of the Fiftieth general assembly from tho Thirty-third Senatorial dis- 
trict, composed of the counties of Hancock, Wood. Lucas, Fulton, Herary ant! 
Putnam, and declined a 're-election, 


In 1853 be was -admitted to the bar, and became- a leading attorney. In 


1&5S he was defeated for congress by James M. Ashley. Ia the civil war he 


commanded ttra'Fiity-Seventh OWo Volunteer Infantry, and Jfcftlcipated In 
the battles of Soilob, Coriritb, Chickabaw, in front of Viclc&bujsx Itaymond, 
Champion Hiil and ArKans'aw Post, commanding a brigade iB the latter 
action.

ing a iiic-toriul history of tli(i \\-ar be- 
twwn tl;e llnited States and Spain, a 
bright boy of 12 years in West Kinety- 
Beconcl stroyt is iww ongagod ou ail il- 
lustrated story of the cotillict between 
the British, and tte Boers in South A£- 
rica, suys tlie Kew \"orlt -Herald. In 
fach case'the story of the battle am! 
bloodshed Is told without words, being 
made up of published Illustrations of 
the lending event* of tl'e two wars, but 
from these pictures it is easy to follow 
the struggles In :ill their stages and 
learn In an impressive way the story 
of victory or defeat. 


These pictorial histories, which show 


what an inventive boy can do, have 
grown out of a patriotic youngster's 
love of good illustrations. 
AVhen the 


Maine was blowu np in Havaua har- 
bor, he was siriit-k by the graphic way 
lii which newspapers and jmigaziues 
pictured its horrors. With no set par- 
pose, but simply as n boyish fad, he 
began savins illustrations. His collec- 
tion grew so rapidly that he was forced 
to find a means of saving it. Here Is 
where his inventive faculty proved of 
real value. The boy had not the mon- 
ey with \vh!oh to buy scrapbooks. so 
he obtained stout inanila paper, cut it 
into oblong pieces and bound it to- 
gether In the shape of a book. On the 
leaves he neatly pasted the pictures, 
and when the war with Spain ended 
he had a fine collection of illustrations 
covering all the incidents of the strug- 
gle. From one suiall volume his ma- 
nila paper books grew into a haif 
dozen or more, and now tlie volumes 
are growing as the British press the 
Boers iu the South African conflict. 


Patriotism stands out very promi- 


nently in the briL-ht boy's illustrated 
history. 
On the outside of each vol- 


ume and under the title "The War 
Book" are colored pictures of tlie na- 
tional flagr and the emblematic eagle of 
lil>erty. 
Starting with the explosion 


on the battleship Maine, the pictured 
story shows the assembling of the 
fleets which were in time to crush the 
nnvy of Spain. Every warship in our 
navy and nil the. prominent navy olli- 
cers are represented. 
AVe can see 


Commodore Dewey's ships as they 
start on tlioir history making voyage to 
Manila bnj-, catch a view of them us 
they slip past Correglclor Island, dimly 
discern them through the smoke of bat- 
tle when lliey are. sinking the Spanish 
squadron at Cavite and finally fiud a 
fine picture of the Olympic at anchor 
in the harbor of New York when the 
great admiral returns to be welcomed 
by mighty hosts of his countrymen. 


Then come illustrations of the block- 


ade of Havana, the capture of the first 
prize by Sampson's fleet, of the famous 
bombnrduK'tit of Matanzns aud'tlie 
cutting of the en ble wires at Cien- 
fuegoa right nndi»r the fire of Spanish 
guns. The battle nt Cardenas is strik- 
ingly illustrated. There are many pic- 
tures of the blockade of Santiago de 
Cuba. Flcibson's famous exploit is re- 
called, as are scores of incidents that 
preceded tlie great battle in which the 
second Spanish fleet was destroyed. 


This pictorial history is not confined 


to warfnrc- ou tbe water. There arc- 
dozens of illustrations of the exploits 
of 
American 
soldiers 
nnd 
snllors 


ashore. Among them is a stirring pic- 
ture of the light of our marines at 
Guantauamo. We can follow Shaffer's 
army from the time it assembled in 
camp through nil its operations until it 
returned from fever stricken Cuba to 
Montnuk Point. The embarkation, the- 
landing in Cuba, the charge at San 
Juan hill, the scenes In camp, are all 
represented, and under one picture 
showing the wounded in a hospital 
tent Is -vritten, "Some of the bad 
things of war."
